Southern Emigration to Brazil.

The planters of Lafourche, Louisiana, lately
Tield o mecting to disenss the subjoct of emigra-
1ion to Brazil, The Thivbodean Sentinel spenks of
them as native-born Louisianians, who have come
1o the conclusion, after repented offorts to sustain
iho planting intercsts, that the cultivation of the
sugar cane must be abandoned for lack of lebor-
ers; that there aro ninety-nine chances to one
agninst the success of cotton culture; aud & gen-
eral cultivation of corn, as a last resource, would
ovorstock the market and ruin the planter.

Tho Sentinel editorially declares that the ngri-
cultural prospeets of the State are not as gloomy
as these planters think, and adds that, even if the
evils of which thoy complain be irremediable, the
plantors should not abandon their cstates and
their country, but should, as a class, concert mea-
sures to invite the cmigration of laborera who can

o dependedon.

The preeent pepulation of Chicugo is reckoned
ab something over 200,000, which is double what
tho city had in 1860, The directory shows 11,000
aore names than last year. There are hare-
Iy sufficient tenement honses to necommodate
this rapid growth. By 1867 it is expected that
